Council proposes changes to 
Wider Grenfell Rehousing Policy 
following resident feedback 


Proposals to extend priority status 
for rehousing to two additional 
housing blocks - Treadgold and 
Bramley House - are set to be 
agreed by Councillors next week 
(6 February 2018). 

We are also proposing to allow 
residents who are eligible under the 
policy to combine their 900 points 
with additional points for health 
needs and/or overcrowding. 

These proposals come after the 
Council received around 100 
responses to its recent consultation 
on the draft Walkways Rehousing 
Policy which originally only looked at 
how Walkways households (Barandon 
Walk, Hurstway Walk and Testerton 
Walk) would be rehoused. 

After listening to resident feedback, 
the Council is proposing some 
important changes to the final 
rehousing policy in recognition of 
how these households have been 
impacted by the tragedy. 





The new Wider Grenfell Rehousing 

Policy, if agreed, would: 

• Award priority status for rehousing 
to tenants who were living in 

the Walkways and Bramley and 
Treadgold House prior to the 
Grenfell tragedy 

• Offer tenants of those households 
900 points on the housing register 
once they have moved out of a 
hotel. After listening to residents 
these points could be combined 
with other points to take into 
consideration health needs 

(900 points) and overcrowding 
(200 points) 

• Ensure there is no time restriction 
placed on making an application 
to receive priority status 

• Provide all tenants with up to two 
suitable offers of housing. Tenants 
who refuse two suitable offers of 
housing will now retain their 900 
points instead of having them 
reduced to 100 points. They will 
however have their priority date for 
rehousing amended to the date of 
the last suitable offer. This means 
that other tenants with the same 
number of points without offers will 
be prioritised above them.

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Residents have their say on Lancaster West Estate 

Residents of the Lancaster West Estate got together to have their say on the future of the Estate at the 
'Lancaster West Ideas Day 1 . 


The event was co-organised by the 
Lancaster West Residents'Association 
and took place at Kensington Leisure 
Centre on Saturday 27 January. 

There was a good attendance on 
the day with hundreds of residents 
coming to meet top architects and 
discuss what improvements they 
would like to see around the Estate. 


The multi-million pound 
refurbishment of the Estate will 
initially focus on some urgent 
priorities, like improving rubbish 
disposal facilities across the Estate, 
while a larger plan is developed. The 
architects will now discuss ideas from 
the day in a series of smaller meetings 
throughout February and create 
proposals for the different blocks. 


There will then be another meeting in 
March where residents can hear the 
details of these proposals. We would 
like to thank everyone who gave 
up their time to contribute to the 
day, particularly the students of the 
Kensington Aldridge Academy choir 
who provided a musical recital.

Nine firefighters from Red Watch at the North Kensington 
fire station will be running the 2018 Virgin London 
Marathon to help raise money for 'Kids on the Green'. 

This group was set up in the aftermath of Grenfell to 
provide free counselling to the children who survived, 
or were affected by the tragedy. It also provides free 
entertainment such as discos, dance classes, art therapy 
and parties. 

Firefighter Tom Abell said: 

"We are running the 2018 London Marathon with the aim 
of raising £50,000 for "Kids on the Green." In the weeks and 
months since the fire we have grieved with, and 
stood in solidarity with the survivors and community of 
Grenfell. Now, in 2018, we would like to help heal and 
re-build. Everyone at North Kensington Fire Station 
would love the children of our community to grow up 
with their lives defined by happy times and achievements, 
not by a tragedy."

We have committed £235 million to finding new homes for residents and have now secured 307 
properties for families. We invite households to choose which properties they want to view from all 
those available on our Home Connections website. Households currently living in temporary 
accommodation provided by the Council or our partners, also have the option to make these 
properties their permanent home if they wish. For those households living in hotels and who wish 
to move into a temporary home, we will help to find private rented accommodation. 

We will help with furniture, bedding, crockery and cutlery, white goods and utilities.
